Antiseptics and germicides arc 
used to fight the dangerous action 
of germs lying on the surface of 
he skin or in thc deeper tissues. 
Unfortunately most' chemical sub- 
stances which attack germs also 
end to destroy or harm the tender 
human tissues with which 
come in contact. 


The search for a perfect antisep- 
ic or germicide has gone on ever 
;ince bacteria were known to exist. 
Such a preparation has not yet 
been found though good ones are 
available. 


Beware of Dirt 
Nearly everyone sometime 


other has an injury and decides 
.o put a common antiseptic on it. 
The first important point to re- 
member is not to try to take care 
of a wound which is serious enough 
to require medical attention. The 
second point is that cleanliness is 
exceedingly important. Skin which 
has dirt on it also has more germs. 
Wounds or cuts made by dirty ob- 
jects are more likely to produce 
trouble than those made by clean 
objects. The liberal use of soap 
and water is the best way of pro- 
moting cleanliness. 


The third point to decide is what 


antiseptic or germicide should be
